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DETAILED ACTION 

Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statements filed 9/7/2006, 6/7/2007, and 8/1 0/2007 are 
acknowledged by the examiner. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-5 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: U.S. Pat. No. 
5,518,185 (Takeda et al.) disclose an electromagnetic fuel injection valve including a valve 
assembly (figure 1) in which a fixed core (21) is connectingly provided at a read end of the valve 
housing (25) having a valve seat (4) in from end part thereof, a valve element (1) having a valve 
part (14) capable of being seated on the valve seat (4) and a valve shaft part (1) connecting to the 
valve part (14) and a moveable core (7) opposed to the fixed core (21) are integrally connected to 
each other, the valve assembly (figure 1) being contained in the valve housing (25) by being 
urged by spring (13) to the side on which the valve part (14) is seated on the valve seat (4), a first 
journal part (9) close to the valve seat (4) and a second journal part (2) separated from the first 
journal part (9) to the read side in the axial direction being provided in the valve assembly 
(figure 1) so as to be slidably supported by guide holes (within 84) provided in the valve housing 
(25), characterized in that the outside surface of the first journal part (9) is formed by a sliding 
surface (surface of element 9) slidable on the inside surface of the guide hole (within element 84) 
and pair of tilt surfaces (to the left of element 2 in figure 4, to the right of element 2 in figure 4) 
connecting to both the front and read sides of the sliding surface (surface of element 2), at least 
the tilt surface (to the left of element 2 in figure 4, to the right of element 2 in figure 4) on the 
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movable core (7) side, of the tilt surfaces (to the left of element 2 in figure 4, to the right of 
element 2 in figure 4), is formed of a first tilt surface part (to the right of element 2 in figure 4) 
connecting to an end part of the sliding surface (surface of element 2) provided along the axis 
line of the valve shaft part (1) but lacks a second tilt surface part that has an angle less than the 
angle that the first tilt surface. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
